Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
gress.— The  Ordre  National  des  Pharma- 
ciens  de  France  has  accepted  an  invitation 
from  the  British  section  of  the  Franco- 
British  Pharmaceutical  Commission  to  take 
part  in  the  third  Franco-British  Pharma- 
ceutical Congress  at  Harrogate,  May  15- 
IO>,  1953.  The  Harrogate  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  working  out  a 
programme  in  consultation  with  the 
British  section  and  the  Harrogate  muni- 
cipal authorities. 

Addition  to  Dangerous  Drugs  List.  — 

Under  a  Home  Office  order  operative 
from  December  8  (S.I.,  1952,  No.  2106), 
3-methoxy-N-methyl-morphinan  (dextro- 
methorphan, levomethorphan  and  raceme- 
thorphan)  its  salts  and  any  preparation, 
admixture,  extract  or  other  substance  con- 
taining  any   proportion   of  3-methoxy-N- 
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methyl-morphinan  are  added  to  the  list 
of  substances  to  which  Part  III  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1951,  applies.  The 
Order  is  entitled  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1 95 1  (Application)  (No.  2)  Order, 
1952. 

Restrictions    Lifted    from    Copper. — 

Two  new  Orders  (S.I.,  1952,  No.  2157  and 
S.I.,  1952,  No.  2164)  effective  from  De- 
cember 18  remove  restrictions  that  have 
been  in  operation  since  early  in  1951  on 
the  use  of  copper,  brass  and  other  copper 
alloys  in  manufactures  for  the  home  mar- 
ket. Restrictions  on  alloys  that  contain 
nickel  continue ;  their  use  is  still  pro- 
hibited in  a  wide  range  of  articles. 

Safeguarding  of  Industries  Exemption 
Order. — Under  an  Order  (S.I.,  1952,  No. 
212 1),  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Treasury  on  December  9,  j!?-(di-n-propyl- 
sulphamyl)benzoic  acid  and  quinoline  are 
exempted  from  the  duty  imposed  by  sec- 
tion one  of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries 
Act,  1 92 1,  as  amended  by  the  Finance 
Act,  1926,  from  December  15,  1952,  to 
February  18,  1953. 

B.P.C.  Amendment. — The  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  authorised 
the  amendment  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Codex  monograph  on  tablets  of  col- 
chicine by  substitution  of  the  following:  — 
Content  of  colchicine.  90.0  to  110.0  per  cent,  of 
the  prescribed  or  stated  amount. 

Assay.  Take  a  sample  of  20  tablets  and  determine 
the  average  weight.  Powder  the  sample  and  dis- 
solve, as  completely  as  possib'e,  an  accurately 
weighed  quantity  of  the  powder,  equivalent  to 
about  0.5  mgm.  of  colchicine,  in  10  mils  of  de- 
hydrated alcohol  by  shaking  for  30  minutes.  Cen- 
trifuge, washing  the  residue  with  dehydrated  alco- 
hol, and  dilute  the  combined  solution  and  washings 
to  50  mils  with  dehydrated  alcohol.  Determine  the 
light  absorption  of  this  solution  at  350  m^i  by  the 
method  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  ca'culate 
the  extinction  coefficient  E  (1  per  cent.,  1  cm.).  The 
percentage  of  colchicine  in  the  sample  is  given 
by  the  formula:  E  (1  per  cent.,  1  cm.)  350  m/i 
x  0.2326.  Calculate  the  weight  of  colchicine  in 
each  tablet  of  average  weight. 

Chemists  Federation.  —  A  meeting  of 
the  Chemists  Federation  council  was  held 
in  London  on  December  3,  the  president 
(Mr.  W.  T.  Elder)  in  the  chair.  Meetings 
of  the  C.F.  finance  and  establishment, 
propaganda  and  standards  committees 
were  held  the  previous  day.  Reports 
showed  that  the  counties  with  the  high- 
est percentage  of  displays  during  the  C.F. 
National  Display  Fortnight  were  Cornwall, 
Somerset,  Dorset  and  Norfolk.  Reports 
were  received  on  propaganda  work  under- 
taken by  the  outdoor  representative  among 


chemists  in  the  Lancaster  and  More- 
cambe  and  Preston  N.P.U.  Branch  areas. 
The  assistant  secretary  reported  on  pro- 
paganda work  undertaken  by  him  among 
chemists  in  Blackpool.  The  council  ap- 
proved the  addition  of  the  following  pro- 
ducts to  the  schedules  of  C.F.  agree- 
ments:-— Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.:  An- 
gised,  Lethidrone  and  Vasylox ;  George 
Eade,  Ltd.  :  Antibil ;  and  Optrex,  Ltd.  : 
Fam-O-Rub. 

IRISH  NEWS 

Ulster  Associates'  Committee. — At  the 

December  meeting  of  the  Associates'  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association, 
Mr.  J.  Kerr  presiding,  the  following  appli- 
cations for  membership  were  approved:  — 
Ph.C,  Miss  Ivy  M.  Taylor;  Assistants, 
Messrs  J.  Niblock  and  J.  F.  Mullen;  Ap- 
prentices, Messrs.  R.  J.  Boyd  and  A.  J.  T. 
Thompson.  A  welcome  was  extended  to 
Messrs.  J.  P.  Taylor  and  T.  F.  Muldrew  on 
their  first  appearance  as  members  of  the 
Committee.  Mr.  J.  Niblock  was  co-opted 
to  the  social  subcommittee  which  has  made 
arrangements  for  the  Section's  fourth  an- 
nual dance  to  be  held  on  March  5,  1953. 

Health   Services  Bill.  —  The  Health 

Services  Bill,  which  was  read  a  second 
time  in  the  Northern  Ireland  Parliament 
on  December  11,  empowers  the  General 
Health  Services  Board  to  remove  the 
names  of  chemists  from  its  list  of  con- 
tractors in  certain  circumstances.  The 
Minister  of  Health  (Dame  Dehra  Parker) 
told  the  House  of  Commons  that  the  point 
was  unforeseen  or  not  thought  necessary 
when  the  principal  Act  was  passed.  Al- 
though there  were  elaborate  arrangements 
for  getting  names  on  to  the  statutory  lists 
of  persons  offering  to  provide  services, 
names  could  be  removed  only  in  the  case 
of  disqualification  by  the  Tribunal.  A 
practitioner  might  die,  retire,  go  to  the 
Antipodes,  or  throw  up  the  service  in  dis- 
gust, but  legally  his  name  remained  on 
the  list  as  a  person  offering  to  provide 
services.  The  purpose  of  the  amendment 
was  therefore  obvious.  The  amendment 
defines  the  condition  of  removal  as : 
"  Where  the  Board  are  satisfied  that  any 
person  whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  per- 
sons undertaking  to  provide  services  has 
never  provided  or  has  ceased  to  provide 
those  services,  or,  where  the  services  he 
has  undertaken  to  provide  are  general 
medical,  or  general  dental  services,  that  he 
has  ceased  to  reside  in  Northern  Ireland, 
they  may  remove  his  name  from  the  list." 
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BRANCH  AND  ASSOCIATION  MEETINGS 


Aberdeen  Branch. — A  meeting  of  the 
Aberdeen  and  North-eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
November  27  was  addressed  by  Mr.  G.  R. 
Page  (Robert  Gordon's  Technical  Col- 
lege) on  his  impressions  of  American  phar- 
macy during  his  visit  to  the  United  States 
as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Pro- 
ductivity team  (see  C.  &  D.}  1 951. II. 306 
and  622). 

Lecture  on  Cortisone.  —  At  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Western  [London]  Pharma- 
cists' Association  and  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Women  Pharmacists  held  in 
London  recently,  Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings 
(Ciba,  Ltd.)  related  "  The  Cortisone 
Story."  Miss  V.  W.  Burrell  (vice-presi- 
dent, N.A.W.P.)  proposed  and  Mr.  D.  R. 
Evans  (Western  Association)  seconded  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker. 

Individual    Prescribing     Outmoded? — 

Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  (editor  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  scientific  publications)  in 
an  address  on  "  Formularies  and  Formu- 
lation "    to    the    Hendon    and  Edgware 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at 
Edgware,  Middlesex,  on  November  24.  de- 
fended the  prescribing  by  doctors  of  Na- 
tional   Formulary    preparations,  arguing 
that     individually     written  prescriptions 
were  based  on  outmoded  polypharmacy. 
Most  conditions  of  ill-health  required  only 
pne  or  two  drugs,  and  it  was  better  to 
ise  a  standard  preparation  which  usually 
:ould  be  easily  tested.  In  subsequent  dis- 
cussion. Dr.  Capper  championed  the  use 
)f  English  titles.   He  said  it  was  wrong 
o   assume  that  coined  Latin  names  for 
Irugs  were  the  same  in  each  country.  In 
jermany,  for  example,  the  name  kalmm 
>romatum  was  applied  to  potassium  bro- 
nide,  not  bromate.     He  appealed,  how- 
ver,  for  wider  agreement  on  the  use  of 
rivial  names.  No-one  would  realise,  for 
xample,  that  pentetrazolum  of  the  Inter- 
lational  Pharmacopoeia  was  the  same  sub- 
tance  as  leptazol  of  the  British  Pharma- 
opceia. 

Prescription  Pricing.  —  An  address  on 
Organising  the  Pricing  Service "  was 
iven  by  Mr.  W.  Haigh  (Clerk  to  the  Joint 
Jricing  Committee  for  England)  at  a 
leeting  of  the  Durham  County  Branch 
f  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Durham 
Uty  on  November  6.  Mr.  Haigh  said 
aat  his  Committee  had  been  formed  four- 
;en  days  before  the  commencement  of  the 
rational  Health  Service.  It  comprised  one 


representative  from  each  of  the  original 
pricing  bureau  areas,  four  elected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  one  doctor.  Eight 
of  the  present  members  were  pharmacists. 
The  Committee's  aim  was  full  pricing  as 
soon  as  possible.  Opening  new  pricing 
bureaux  was  no  immediate  solution  to  the 
problem  of  arrears  because  of  the  necessity 
of  training  new  staff.  Learning  to  price 
was  akin  to  apprenticeship.  In  his  opinion 
"  doctor  order  "  of  prescriptions  submitted 
for  pricing  would  help.  On  his  appoint- 
ment, he  had  been  appalled  at  the  condi- 
tions in  pricing  bureaux  but  all  but  two 
of  the  original  premises  had  since  been 
enlarged  or  replaced.  Referring  to  the  re- 
cent Ministry  proposal  to  deal  with  the 
arrears  Mr.  Haigh  said  that  the  two  sys- 
tems of  full  pricing  and  averaging  could 
not  be  worked  together  without  loss  of 
time. 

Call  for  Deletions  from  Code.  —  At  a 

meeting  of  the  Tees-side  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  in  Stockton- 
on-Tees,  recently,  a  discussion  took 
place  on  the  Society's  reports  on  profes- 
sional conduct  and  on  assistants.  Mr. 
T.  R.  Scholfield  (chairman)  presided.  The 
chairman  proposed  a  resolution  calling  on 
the  Council  of  the  Society  to  delete  those 
paragraphs  (2,  3  and  4)  covering  "  scope 
of  pharmaceutical  service  "  and  "  conduct 
of  the  pharmacy  "  as  they  had  no  place 
in  any  statement  on  professional  conduct. 
The  resolution  was  carried.  Mr.  R. 
Ramage  proposed  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Carter 
seconded  that  the  Branch  should  not  asso- 
ciate itself  with  any  controversy  regarding 
paragraph  19  (concerning  contraceptives) 
as  to  do  so  would  weaken  the  opposition 
made  by  the  Branch  at  the  September 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting.  The  mo- 
tion was  carried  nem.  con.  A  corollary 
"  That  this  Branch  should  uphold  para- 
graph 19"  was  also  carried  nem.  con.  A 
motion  calling  for  a  postal  ballot  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  before  a  final  decision 
was  reached,  proposed  by  Mr.  R.  W. 
Richards  and  seconded  by  Mr.  R.  MacD. 
Murray,  was  lost.  Mr.  Murray  proposed 
and  Mr.  R.  E.  Payne  seconded  a  motion 
worded  :  "  We  deplore  the  suggestion  that 
the  Society  should  recognise  that  pharma- 
ceutical qualifications  can  be  multiplied 
.  .  .  through  unqualified  channels."  That 
was  carried  nem.  con.

bley  and  West  Middlesex  Branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  November  18 
the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram)  reviewed  the  deci- 
sions and  suggestions  of  the  Council  and 
the  reasons  for  introducing  the  revised 
Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional  Con- 
duct. He  said  the  present  statement  did 
not  entireiv  meet  with  modern  conceptions 
of  pharmaceutical  practice  and  the  Coun- 
cil felt  that  a  restatement  was  necessary 
to  bring  it  up  to  date.  The  Council  had 
felt  some  surprise  at  the  controversy  over 
some  sections,  because  the  intention  had 
been  for  the  widest  interpretation. 
On  the  question  of  assistants  in  pharmacy 
the  president  felt  strongly  that  assistants 
should  be  in  the  care  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  as  was  the  control  of  pharma- 
cists. Present  trends  were  most  definitely 
towards  control  and  organisation  of  assis- 
tants in  pharmacy  and  unless  the  Society 
moved  in  the  matter  outside  organisations 
might  begin  negotiations  and  so  complicate 
the  present  position  of  pharmacists.  Mr. 
Tristram  gave  the  following  answers  to 
some  of  the  numerous  questions  asked : 
The  curriculum  of  training  of  assistants  in 
pharmacy  had  not  yet  been  decided  ;  the 
question  of  opening  negotiations  with  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  had  not  arisen ; 
the  certificate  of  proficiency  for  assistants 
would  be  worded  to  ensure  that  no  possible 
confusion  could  arise  between  pharmacists 
and  assistants. 

Open  Night  at  Southsea. — The  Ports- 
mouth Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety held  a  members'  open  night  at  South- 
sea  in  the  autumn,  Mr.  A.  W.  Dempsey 
in  the  chair.  Four  Branch  members  in 
turn  addressed  the  meeting  upon  subjects 
or  hobbies  in  which  they  were  particularly 
interested.  The  following  participated:  — 
Mr.  A.  V.  L.  Dowdeswell  on  "  Rain  Mak- 
ing "  ;  Mr.  L.  J.  Chamberlain  on  "  Collect- 
ing Antique  Drug  and  Specie  Jars,"  Coun- 
cillor L.  J.  Evans  on  "  The  Work  on  the 
City  Council  "  ;  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Harris  on 
"  Philately."  It  was  reported  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  was  being 
held  on  May  13,  1953,  and  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  the  following 
day.  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  moved  a  for- 
mal protest  and  proposed  a  resolution  to 
the  effect  that  the  Portsmouth  Branch  de- 
sired to  record  its  objection  to  the  decision 
of  the  Council  to  hold  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  following  the  annual 
meeting  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  Branch 
representatives  in  conference  on  Septem- 


ber 3  and  to  the  assurance  given  to  that 
meeting  by  the  president  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  R.  E.  Clark  seconded  and  the  reso- 
lution was  carried  unanimously. — A  num- 
ber of  pharmacists,  their  families  and 
friends  joined  with  members  of  the  medi- 
cal and  dental  professions  in  a  St.  Luke's 
Day  service  held  in  Portsmouth  Cathedral 
a  few  days  later.  The  sermon  given  was 
on  the  relationship  between  science  and 
religion.  The  lessons  were  read  by  Mr. 
A.  W.  Dempsey  (chairman  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Branch)  and  Dr.  H.  E.  Suter  (chair- 
man, Portsmouth  Division,  British  Medical 
Association).

Dartford  Branch. — At  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Dartford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  held  in  Dartford  on  October

trol of  many  diseases  and  the  prevention 
of  serious  epidemics.  The  "  Teaching  Pro- 
fession "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  L.  G.  Mur- 
phy, who  expressed  the  thanks  of  the 
Branch  to  the  Kent  Education  Committee 
and  also  to  Mr.  J.  R.  Barr  (head  of  the 
science  department,  Dartford  Technical 
College)  for  providing  refresher  courses  for 
pharmacists  during  the  past  seven  yearsl 
Mr.  Barr,  in  reply,  said  that  a  new  science 
department  building  of  the  College  would 
be  ready  in  about  twelve  months.  That| 
would  mean  that  Dartford  would  become! 
more  important  as  a  centre  for  technical 
education.  "The  Ladies  and  Visitors"! 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  L.  W.  D.  Alden  (vice- 
chairman  of  the  Branch),  and  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Watson  replied, 
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Pharmacy  Act  Exhibition 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety is  to  be  congratulated  on  commemor- 
ating by  means  of  an  exhibition  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852  (pp.  814- 
15).  The  History  of  Pharmacy  Commit- 
tee and  members  of  the  Society's  head- 
quarters staff  must  have  worked  hard  to 
organise  the  exhibition.  In  addition  to  its 
primary  objective,  the  collection  showed 
that  the  Society  already  possesses  or  can 
obtain  on  loan  many  specimens  illustrating 
a  phase  of  pharmaceutical  evolution.  The 
Howard  cabinet  of  cinchonas,  for  instance, 
gives  the  Society's  museum  a  cachet 
among  comparable  institutions.  Two  of 
the  drugs  named  in  your  report  may  well 
have  puzzled  many  of  the  visitors.  Co- 
palche  (or  copalchi)  bark  formerly  received 
mention  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Co- 
dex as  an  adulterant  of  cusparia  bark.  A 
"Martindale"  added  that  in  Mexico  an  in- 
fusion of  the  bark  was  used  as  an  aro- 
matic tonic.  Its  botanical  name  is  Croton 
niveus  (or  C.  pseudo-China),  N.O.  Euphor- 
biacex.  Cedron  nuts  are  kernels  of  Simaba 
Cedron,  N.O.  Simarubaceae.  Tonic  and 
other  qualities  have  been  attributed  to 
them.  The  trumpet-shaped  stethoscope 
that  was  shown  is  an  example  of  a  type 
that  preceded  the  present  binaural  form. 
I  remember  being  told  by  a  Victorian 
medical  man  that  the  trained  listener 
hears  heart-beats  best  with  his  unaided 
ear ;  and  I  once  saw  a  family  doctor 
auscultate  by  this  method,  both  he  and 
his  patient  standing  during  the  test. 

At  the  Cattle  Show 

The  use  of  eucalyptus  oil  and  whisky 
(if  obtainable)  as  inhalants  for  cattle  at 
last  week's  Smithfield  Show  gave  variety 
to  Press  reports.  But  the  idea  of  treat- 
ing dyspnoea  in  animals  by  inhalation  and 
nasal  irrigation  is  not  new.  Just  before 
these  reports  appeared  I  had  been  read- 
ing a  communication  (its  date  was  De- 
cember 1752)  on  glanders  in  horses.  For 
the  early  stage  of  this  complaint  the  writer 
recommended  burning  green  ash  twigs  on 
a  clean  hearth,  "  quenching "  the  residue 
in  beer,  and  pouring  "  some  spoonfuls  " 
down  each  nostril  of  the  animal  twice 
daily.  For  the  second  stage  a  mixture 
of  powdered  myrrh,  ginger  and  sulphur, 
in  a  warm  bran  mash,  were  to  be  placed 
under  the  horse's  nose,  and  after  a  little 
while  transferred  to  a  nose-bag  hung  over 
its   head.      A   footnote   referred   to  the 


"  Theatrum  Tabidorum  "  of  Christopher 
Bennet,  published  in  an  English  version, 
with  the  longer  title  "  Theatrum  Tabi- 
dorum, or  the  Nature  and  Cure  of  Con- 
sumption/' in  1720.  Bennet,  born  in  161 7, 
suggested  for  "  wasting  diseases  "  in  hu- 
man patients  a  metal  inhaler  heated  with 
hot  coal  placed  on  an  iron  plate ;  bal- 
samic substances  were  to  be  vaporised  by 
this  apparatus,  and  the  fumes  to  be  kept 
going  with  the  air  of  bellows.  This  con- 
trivance seems  rather  clumsy,  but  no 
doubt  the  fumes  "  got  there."  Bennet 
was  a  physician  who  practised  in  Bristol 
and  later  in  London.  He  died  in  1655, 
the  same  year  as  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne. 

A  Victorian  Pharmacist 

In  "  The  Confession  of  an  Octogen- 
arian," by  Dr.  L.  P.  Jacks,  there  is  this 
vivacious  pen-portrait  of  his  uncle  Eben- 
ezer  Jacks,  a  London  chemist  and  druggist 
registered  as  in  business  before  August  1, 
1868.  "  For  many  years  he  kept  a  well- 
known  chemist's  shop  at  the  junction  of 
Gower  Street  with  the  Euston  Road  and 
was  a  familiar  figure  in  that  busy  corner 
of  the  universe,  renowned  for  the  high 
topics  of  his  discourse  and  the  grandilo- 
quent language  in  which  he  entertained 
his  cronies,  professors  from  University  Col- 
lege and  such-like.  Often*  have  I  watched 
him  slapping  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion into  a  bottle  while  engaged  in  the  full 
tide  of  high-flown  discourse,  and  trembled 
for  the  life  of  the  patient.  .  .  .  Sometimes 
my  uncle  was  himself  the  prescriber.  You 
had  only  to  sketch  your  symptoms  over  the 
counter  and  in  a  brace  of  shakes,  almost 
literally  that,  and  without  needing  the 
intervention  of  that  expensive  middle-man 
the  doctor,  in  a  brace  of  shakes,  I  say,  the 
appropriate  bottle  would  be  in  your  hands 
and  your  case  diagnosed  for  you  in  sonor- 
ous medical  terminology ;  nature  having 
ordained,  as  we  all  know,  a  sonorous  name 
and  a  remedial  bottle  for  every  malady.  .  .  . 
There  were  certain  bottles  of  his  own 
composing  which  would  do  the  trick  when 
other  bottles,  the  formula  for  which  cost 
you  two  guineas,  had  resulted  only  in 
wasted  money ;  one  in  particular,  sold  with 
his  name  on  it  for  eighteen  pence,  which 
I  would  back  against  all  the  creations  of 
Harley  Street,  and  of  any  street  in  the 
guinea  devouring  vicinity.  Not  to  spell 
that   Bottle   with   a   capital   would   be  a 

sacrilege."  Xrayser

iodine,  using  mucilage  of  starch  as  indicator.  Each 
mil  of  N/\o  iodine  equivalent  to  0.006088  gm.  Sb. 
Potassium  Antimonate,  Solution  of:  Boil  2  gm.  of 
potassium  antimonate  with  95  mils  of  water  until 
dissolved.  Cool  rapidly  and  add  50  mils  of  solu- 
tion of  potassium  hydroxide  and  5  mils  of  N / 1 
sodium  hydroxide.  Allow  to  stand  for  twenty-four 
hours,  filter,  and  add  sufficient  water  to  produce 
150  mils. 

Sensitivity.  To  10  mils  add  7  mils  of  a  0.5845 
per  cent,  w/v  solution  of  sodium  chloride  in 
water;  a  white  crystalline  precipitate  is  formed 
within   fifteen  minutes.

THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

Mr.  V.  F.  Yates  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  December  11  if  he  was  aware 
that  there  v/as  still  discrepancy  in  the 
practice  of  doctors  as  to  the  number  of 
prescriptions  they  put  on  one  form  •  and 
if  he  would  take  steps  to  alter  the  doc- 
tors' terms  of  service  to  ensure  that  greater 
conformity  was  reached  in  that  respect. 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  :  I  am  aware  of  this 
discrepancy,  but  I  am  not  satisfied  that  an 
alteration  in  the  doctors'  terms  of  service 
would  be  an  advantage. 

Manufacturers'  Costs 

Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  December  1 1  what  action 
he  proposed  to  take  to  ensure  proper  in- 
vestigation of  manufacturers'  costs  of  phar- 
maceutical goods  in  view  of  the  recent  re- 
port of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee. 

Mr.  Iain  Maceeod  :  I  am  about  to  dis- 
cuss the  implications  of  the  Report  with 
representatives  of  the  manufacturers. 

Antibiotics  to  China 

Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Bing  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  December  16  to 
state  the  reason  why  streptomycin  was  in- 
cluded among  the  list  of  strategic  goods 
whose  export  to  China  was  prohibited. 

Dr.  Barnet  Stross  asked  the  Minister 
whether  he  was  aware  that  West  German 
manufacturers  were  exporting  to  China 
antibiotics  and  sulphonamide  drugs  and 
whether  he  would  remove  those  substances 
from  the  list  of  strategic  supplies. 

Mr.  B.  H.  R.  Mackeson  (Secretary  of 
Overseas  Trade) :  The  export  to  China  of 
antibiotics  including  streptomycin  and 
sulpha  drugs  is  not  prohibited,  but  it  is 
limited  to  normal  civilian  requirements.  I 
am  aware  of  the  exports  of  those  drugs 
from  other  European  countries.  The  matter 
is  under  active  discussion  with  the  Gov- 
ernments of  those  countries.

In  Liverpool  expenditure  on  the  phar- 
maceutical services  for  the  year  ended 
March  31  was  £1,122,999. 

Devon  Executive  Council  recently  re- 
ported that  195,976  prescriptions,  at  a  cost 
of  £42,458,  were  dispensed  in  the  county 
in  August.  That  was  stated  to  be  a  higher 
cost  per  head  than  the  figure  for  the  whole 
country. 

In  Edinburgh  in  the  year  to  March 
31,  1,277,040  prescription  forms  were 
dispensed  compared  with  1,255,209  for 
the  previous  year.  Total  payments  to  che- 
mists were  £470,729  compared  with 
£397,677  for  the  previous  year.  Average 
cost  per  form  was  7s.  4d.  (6s.  4d.). 

In  England  during  October  1951,  ac- 
cording to  Joint  Pricing  Committee  figures, 
the  number  of  prescriptions  issued  was 
18,901,369  (11,815,979  forms).  The  total 
cost  of  ingredients,  fees  and  containers 
during  the  month  was  £3,552,457.  Com- 
parative figures  for  November  1 95 1  were  : 
17,670,773  (1 1, 070,744  forms) ;  £3,374,261. 

In  Surrey,  5,449,018  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  at  a  cost  of  £961,651  during 
1950  (5,147,305  at  £866,374  in  1949)- 
There  were  443  pharmacies  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council's  list  on  March  31.  From 
July  1,  1 95 1,  to  March  31,  1952,  176 
samples  were  taken  under  the  testing 
scheme :  ten  were  referred  to  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Committee. 

In  Sheffield  3,244,080  prescriptions 
were  dispensed  in  the  year  ended  June 

30,  1 95 1.  Payments  to  chemists  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1952  were 
£532,800.  Eighty-three  pharmacist  con- 
tractors (143  premises)  and  twenty-one 
other  contractors  (twenty-six  premises) 
were  on  the  pharmaceutical  list  on  March 

31.  In  1951-52  sixty-seven  test  prescrip- 
tions for  drugs  and  thirteen  for  appliances 
were  taken.  Two  and  one  respectively 
were  referred  to  the  local  Pharmaceutical 
Service  Committee. 

A  report  on  the  effect  of  the  shilling 
levy  in  Southport  stated  that  33,005  pres- 
criptions were  dispensed  in  the  town  in 
July  compared  with  34,268  in  July  1 95 1 . 
One  chemist  with  a  substantial  business 
showed  an  increase  of  4.8  per  cent.  In 
June,  30,864  prescriptions  were  dispensed, 
a  decrease  of  10.6  per  cent,  on  June  1951. 
Those  figures,  however,  could  not  be  relied 
upon  to  indicate  the  real  trend  because 


many  people  presented  prescriptions  be- 
fore the  end  of  May  to  avoid  the  new 
charge.  Indications,  so  far  as  the  South- 
port  area  was  concerned,  were  that  the 
payment  by  the  patients  would  be  offset 
by  the  increasing  prices  payable  for  the 
drugs  and  materials  prescribed.  No  de- 
crease in  the  net  cost  of  pharmaceutical 
services  could  be  anticipated.

The  makers 
claim  that,  after  thirty  days,  all  women 
who  have  followed  the  routine  "  found 
that  their  nails  ceased  to  be  problems." 

Anti-influenza  Spray. — Eltibar-vap.  a 
spray  solution  made  available  by  Eltibar 
Developments.  Ltd..  70  Hyde  Road.  Lon- 
don. N.i,  incorporates  Elticol-A  and  Elri- 
col-B.  substances  that  are  understood  to 
have  been  effective  in  rendering  harmless 
a  highly  virulent  influenza  virus  sprayed 
into  an  atmosphere  previously  impregnated 
with  one  or  other  of  those  substances.  Elti- 
bar-vap is  at  present  available  in  -J-pint 
bottles  (sufficient  to  spray  ^-million  cu.  ft. 
at  8  ft.  elevation).  Smaller  outfits  suitable 
for  domestic  use  are  to  be  marketed 
through  chemists  at  a  later  date. 

Soluble  Nylon.  —  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries.  Ltd.,  London,  S.W.  1.  are  now 
producing,  in  development  quantities,  a 
polymer  known  as  Nylon  soluble  polymer 
type  CA,  which  is  soluble  in  alcohol/water 
mixtures.  From  those  solutions,  films  and 
coatings  can  be  produced  that  have  good 
temperature  and  abrasion  resistance,  are 
tough  and  very  permeable  to  water  va- 
pour —  properties  that  fit  the  films  for 
varied  uses  as  adhesives.  etc.  The  poly- 
mer has  also  an  important  part  to  play 
as  a  textile  finishing  agent.  In  America  a 
number  of  applications  have  been  devel- 
oped. 

A  New  Antibiotic.  —  Erythromycin,  a 
new  antibiotic  referred  to  by  Dr.  Monroe 
Romansky  (associate  professor  of  medi- 
cine,    George     Washington  University, 


Washington,  D.C..  and  consultant  in  the 
fields  ot  internal  medicine  and  antibiotic 
therapy  to  the  Surgeon-General's  office. 
United  States  Army;  in  an  address  to  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine  on  December 
9.  is  being  introduced  in  this  country  by 
Abbott  Laboratories.  Ltd.,  3  Wadsworth 
Road.  Perivale,  Middlesex.  The  Abbott 
product  as  marketed  is  a  small  tablet  coa- 
ted for  protection  against  the  gastric  juices 
but  permitting  disintegration  in  the 
upper  intestinal  tract.  Erythromycin  is 
claimed  valuable  in  infections  produced 
by  staphylococci,  streptococci  and  pneumo- 
cocci.  It  appears  particularly  effective 
against  organisms  that  have  lost  their  sus- 
ceptibility to  penicillin  or  antibiotics.

NEW  POISONS  ORDERS 

The  Home  Office  has  issued  a  new  Poisons 
List  Order  (S.I..  1952,  No.  2085),  opera- 
tive from  January  1,  1953,  adding  certain 
substances  to  the  Poisons  List,  revising  the 
names  of  others  "  to  accord  with  current 
usage,"  and  giving  the  complete  list  of 
poisons  as  it  will  be  when  the  Order  comes 
into  operation.  The  changes  were  given 
in  detail  as  proposed  amendments  in  July 
(C.  of  D.,  July  5,  p.  9).  They  are  princi- 
pally concerned  with  the  control,  under 
the  Agriculture  (Poisonous  Substances) 
Act,  1952,  of  dinitro  and  organo-phos- 
phorous  compounds.  Measures  under  that 
Act  for  the  protection  of  spray  operators 
are  extended  to  take  in  selective  weed- 
killers but  to  exempt  winter  washes  con- 
taining not  more  than  5  per  cent,  dinitro- 
cresols.  Other  additions  to  the  Poisons 
List  are  the  quaternary  compounds  of 
alkaloids  and  of  gallamine. 

A  second  Order,  the  Poisons  Rules, 
1952  (S.I.j  1952,  No.  2086),  consolidates 
with  amendments  the  Poisons  Rules  1949, 
1950  and  1 95 1,  makes  appropriate  provi- 
sion for  the  substances  dealt  with  in  S.I. 
2085  above,  and  makes  certain  changes  in 
the  Schedules  to  the  Poisons  Rules.  Note- 
worthy among  the  changes  are  the  exemp- 
tion from  the  Act  of  toilet,  cosmetic  and 
therapeutic  preparations  containing  not 
more  than  0.0 1  per  cent,  of  phenyl  mer- 
curic salts  as  a  preservative,  and  of  pre- 
parations for  external  application  only 
containing  not  more  than  the  equivalent 
of  oxycinchoninic  acid.

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A  Strange  Concession  to 
"  Common  Usage  99 

In  all  important  respects  the  Poisons 
Rules,  1952  (p.  837)  carry  out  the  amend- 
ments proposed  by  the  Home  Office  earlier 
in  the  year  (C.  &  D.,  July  5,  p.  9).  So 
far  as  the  compounds  added  to  the  Poisons 
List  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  the 
Agricultural  (Poisonous  Substances)  Act 
are  concerned,  however,  the  nomenclature 
adopted  is  on  lines  that  appear  inconsis- 
tent and  of  doubtful  wisdom.  Instead  of 
the  scientific  chemical  names — the  names 
that  have,  where  they  exist,  previously 
been  used  by  the  Home  Office  in  drawing 
up  the  Poisons  List — some  of  the  com- 
pounds now  added  go  in  under  coined 
names  and  the  names  of  certain  substances 
already  on  the  list  have  been  revised.  An 
explanatory  note  on  the  Statutory  Instru- 
ment that  contains  the  new  Poisons  List 
Order  states  that  the  altered  names  have 
been  revised  "  to  accord  with  current 
usage." 

The  practice,  as  well  as  the  principle, 
needs  to  be  called  in  question,  for  (a) 
some,  at  least  of  the  names  (dimefox,  mipa- 
fox)  seem  new.  They  can  hardly  be  said 
to  have  had  time  to  come  into  common 
usage,  and  might  prove  difficult  to  track 
down  to  any  recognised  currency  justify- 
ing the  use  of  the  phrase  ;  (b)  the  pitfalls 
that  may  arise  from  the  use  of  an  unscien- 
tific name  are  unforeseeable  and  the 
draughtsmen  of  statutory  instruments  have 
surely  a  responsibility  to  guard  against  any 
ambiguities  that  are  capable  of  being 
avoided.  An  example  of  something  of  a 


similar  kind  occurred  recently  when  it  was 
found  that  a  preparation  marketed  under 
a  single  name  in  different  countries  was  in 
one  country  a  lacvo  and  in  another  a 
dextro  or  racemic  variety  of  the  same 
compound,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
bring  in  an  addition,  levo,  dextro  and 
racemic  "  to  the  entry  in  the  Poisons  List. 

Even  supposing  the  principle  to  have  ad- 
vantages, however,  there  can  be  only  con- 
fusion when  some  substances  are  put  in  by 
their  short,  "  popular  "  names  (dinosam, 
dinoseb),  and  others  by  their  chemical 
names  (ethyl-paranitro-phenyl-benzene 
thiophosphonate,  triphosphoric  pentadi- 
methylamide,  etc.). 

At  the  Brink  of  a  "  Health  Pool  99 

The  French  proposals  for  a  European 
Health  Community  (see  p.  848),  made  be- 
fore a  conference  of  representatives  of 
European  member  states  of  the  Organisa- 
tion for  European  Economic  Co-operation, 
though  far-reaching,  indicate  that  their 
author  has  modified  his  original  ideas, 
formulated  in  September,  so  as  to  make 
them  more  acceptable.  Nevertheless,  the 
proposal  that  the  new  health  pool  should 
be  modelled  on  the  Schuman  plan  remains, 
and  Great  Britain  has  let  it  be  known 
that  she  would  not  be  a  party  to  a  supra- 
national administering  body  of  that  kind. 
If  existing  organisations  could  apply  the 
proposals,  the  situation  might  be  different. 
Many  of  the  simpler  suggestions  made  at 
the  Conference,  such  as  the  fostering  of 
the  exchange  of  information,  and  recipro- 
city of  health  benefits  among  European 
states  are,  as  Mr.  Ribeyre  said  in  Septem- 
ber "  eminently  humane  and  pacific."  The 
more  commercial  matters,  such  as  price 
regulation,  are  in  a  different  category  and 
the  industry  would  have  to  scrutinise  them 
closely.

Volu-metric  D-Day 

A  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  British  Pharmaceutical  Indus- 
try published  in  our  correspondence 
columns  (p.  843)  gives  almost  casually  the 
decision  of  that  body  to  recommend  its 
members  to  sell  liquid  galenicals  by  volume 
instead  of  by  weight,  and  in  the  metric 
instead  of  the  Imperial  system  of  weights 
and  measures.  Yet  the  change-over  will  be 
one  of  the  most  far-reaching  and  near-re- 
volutionary that  has  ever  been  undertaken 
by  any  industry  in  any  country,  and  the 
"target  date''  of  July  1,  1953,  may  well 
come  to  be  regarded  as  a  conspicuous 
landmark  in  the  history,  not  alone  of  in- 
dustry, but  of  the  whole  background 
against  which  the  life  of  the  community 
is  carried  on.  To  pharmacists  the  change 
will  probably,  at  first,  make  little  prac- 
tical difference,  beyond  rendering  the 
operation  of  stocktaking  a  little  more  com- 
plicated and  difficult.  In  time  it  may, 
given  the  "  education "  of  medical  prac- 
titioners and  the  public,  lead  to  the  aban- 
donment of  the  Imperial  and  Apothe- 
caries' systems  of  weights  and  measures  so 
far  as  medicines,  drugs  and  chemicals  are 
concerned,  but  that  process,  if  indeed  it 
takes  place,  is  bound  to  be  slow.

productivity  in  manufacture,  and  compe- 
titive capacity  in  export  marketing.  From 
that  point  of  view  the  switch-over  is  a 
tine  qua  non  for  maintaining,  let  alone 
increasing,  the  volume  of  trade  in  the 
pharmaceutical  chemical  field  and  it  would 
hardly  be  an  exaggeration  to  state  that 
without  it  the  industry  would  not  long  be 
able  to  hold  its  own  against  increasing 
foreign  pressure. 

The  pros  and  cons  have  been  well 
canvassed,  in  these  columns  and  elsewhere, 
and  we  must  hope  that,  now  that  the  de- 
cision has  been  taken  (and  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult, if  not  impossible,  to  revoke)  it  will 
be  accepted  by  all  concerned  in  the  de- 
termination to  see  that  it  works.

Sir, — I  have  pleasure  in  formally  ad- 
vising you  of  the  decision  of  this  Associa- 
tion to  recommend  to  its  members:  — 

(a)  That  liquid  galenicals  should  be  sold 
by  volume  instead  of  by  weight; 

(b)  that  solids,  liquid  galenicals  and 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  should  be  sold 
in  metric  weights  and  measures  (the 
liquids  by  volume). 

These  provisions  are  applicable  to  drugs 
and  galenicals  supplied  for  dispensing,  and 
are  not  intended  to  apply  to  pre-packed 
products  for   "  over   the   counter "  sales. 
The  target  date  for  this  change  is  July  1, 
l953,  and  it  is  hoped  members  will  en- 
deavour   to    bring    it    into    operation  as 
quickly  as  possible;  it  will  be  appreciated 
that  some  varying  overlap  in  time  before 
or  after  the  target  date  will  be  inevitable.

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PHARMACY  IN  CHINA 


Addressing  a  meeting  of  the  Glasgow 
and  South-western  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  November  12, 
Mr.  P.  F.  Nelson  (School  of  Pharmacy, 
Royal  Technical  College,  Glasgow)  spoke 
of  his  emigration  to  China  in  1946  to  take 
up  an  appointment  as  an  educational  mis- 
sionary at  Cheeloo  University  in  Tsinan, 
the  capital  of  Shantung  Province. 

Annual  Drug  Market  at  Tsinan 

Mr.  Nelson  described  a  visit  to  the 
Tsinan  annual  drug  market  where  drugs 
from  all  over  China  were  on  sale  from 
either  cultivated  or  wild  plants.  One  of 
the  most  common  items  on  view  was  cassia 
cinnamon  bark — often  in  pieces  several 
feet  long  and  9  or  10  in.  wide.  There 
were  also  good  quality  yellow  beeswax, 
cardamoms,  cloves,  coriander,  fennel,  cam- 
phor, glue,  chrysanthemum  flowers  and 
many  unfamiliar  drugs.  The  main  purpose 
of  the  stalls  was  to  show  the  quality  and 
variety  of  drugs  obtainable.  He  had  been 
able  to  purchase  small  quantities  of  over  a 
hundred  items,  among  them  Chinese 
liquorice,  dried  ginger,  gentian,  small  fruits 
and  seeds  including  castor  seed,  linseed, 
flaxseed,  poppy  seed,  lavender  and  pepper- 
mint. Gallstones  were  quite  a  common 
drug  and  had  been  used  in  the  treatment 
of  epilepsy  and  as  an  antispasmodic.  The 
most  prized  —  from  the  cow  —  were  ex- 
tremely costly.  Dried  earthworms  had  for- 
merly been  used  as  a  diuretic  and  snake- 
skin  was  still  common  and  reported  to  be 
efficacious  in  the  treatment  of  leprosy  and 
rheumatism.  Dried  silkworms  were  on  sale 
and  recommended  for  coughs  and  as  a  car- 
minative and  stimulant.  Dried  centipedes 
were  said  to  have  a  use  as  an  antidote 
to  certain  poisons.  Fly  larvae  were  said  to 
be  an  anthelmintic  and  stomachic. 

Wholesale  drug  houses  in  China  varied 
in  size  and  design.  Drugs  were  kept  lying 
in  sacks  or  bales  in  a  courtyard.  The  visitor 
would  be  plied  with  tea  and  polite  conver- 
sation in  a  dingy  office  before  being  shown 
round  several  smaller  rooms  where  roots 
were  stored  in  boxes.  Valuable  and  often 
poisonous  drugs  were  kept  in  a  sanctum 
sanctorum  either  in  boxes  or  paper  bags, 
while  the  more  valuable  items  would  be  in 
glass-fronted  velvet-lined  boxes  or  medicine 
jars  or  old  and  valuable  vases.  The  tra- 
ditional native  drug  shop  to  be  found  in 
every  village,  town  or  city  seldom  sold 
anything  but  crude  drugs. 

Pharmacy  as  practised  in  China  differed 


vastly  from  that  in  the  West.  The  number 
of  trained  pharmacists  was  small.  Modern 
Chinese  retail  shops  differed  little  in  essen- 
tials from  Western  retail  establishments 
and  the  man  in  charge  was  usually  of  a 
fairly  high  standard  of  pharmaceutical 
education  and  possessed  of  a  good  know- 
ledge of  materia  medica  and  dispensing. 
Many  prepared  their  own  galenicals  and 
stock  ointments,  often  having  to  purify 
their  crude  chemicals  such  as  ferrous  sul- 
phate and  Epsom  salts.  Many  shops  had 
one  or  two  proprietary  lines  of  their  own. 
Standards  in  hospitals  he  had  visited  were 
good.  There  was  nearly  always  a  well- 
trained  chief  pharmacist  and  one  or  two 
qualified  assistants  in  the  bigger  hospitals. 
Often  some  manufacturing  of  tablets  and 
ampoules  was  done.  Injections  of  all  kinds 
were  popular  and  some  antibiotics  were 
also  produced. 

Universities  training  pharmacists  were 
Cheeloo  and  the  West  China  Union  Uni- 
versity. Several  State  colleges  of  pharmacy 
were  developing,  but  few  had  become  of 
any  size.  The  courses  given  varied,  de- 
pending on  the  training  and  background  of 
the  teacher,  and  it  was  customary  to  find 
students  who  had  a  heavy  bias  towards 
one  subject.  Graduates  were  mostly  ap- 
pointed to  hospitals  or  manufacturers  or 
to  government  posts. 

Night  Schools  for  Assistants 

In  a  few  places  night  schools  for  shop 
assistants  were  run  by  graduate  pharma- 
cists and  in  them  a  fair  course  was  covered 
in  five  or  six  years.  That  type  of  class  had 
been  further  expanded  since  the  present 
Government  came  into  power  and  it  was 
now  compulsory  in  many  places  for  all 
chemist  shop  assistants  to  attend  classes 
(day  or  night).  They  covered  elementary 
chemistry,  biology,  physiology,  dispensing, 
materia  medica  and  pharmacology.  More 
full-time  courses  were  now  running  than 
ever  before,  but  the  standards  varied. 
There  was  a  great  need  for  more  guidance 
from  experienced  pharmacists.  Specialist 
courses  now  seemed  to  be  encouraged.  All 
students  took  the  same  course  for  the  first 
two  years  and  after  that  were  separated 
for  specialisation. 

Research  into  the  multitudinous  Chinese 
native  drugs  was  not  far  advanced.  Much 
of  a  preliminary  nature  had  been  done 
in  various  fields  but  there  was  a  wide 
scope  which  some  workers  were  endeav- 
ouring to  develop.

NEW  BOOKS 


Remington's  Practice   of  Pharmacy. — 

E.  Fullerton  Cook,  P.D.,  Ph.M.  M.Sc, 
D.Sc,  and  Eric  W.  Martin  Ph.C,  B.Sc, 
M.S.,  Ph.D.  (editors),  ui  by  8  in.  Pp. 
1 6 16.  The  Mack  Publishing  Company, 
Easton,  Pennsylvania,  U.S.A.  (In  Great 
Britain :  Interscience  Publishers,  Ltd.,  2A 
Southampton  Row,  London,  W.C.i). 
£6  5s.  One  of  the  major  changes  in  an 
edition  which  retains  the  traditional  form 
of  this  world-renowned  publication  is  the 
inclusion  of  authoritative  statements  on 
the  therapeutic  action  and  doses  of  drugs. 
The  text  has  been  brought  up  to  date, 
and  the  American  official  products  and 
processes  included  are  those  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  XIV  and  National 
Formulary  IX.  Room  for  new  matter 
has  been  made  by  deleting  or  compressing 
information  previously  given  in  small 
type,  and  by  omitting  details  of  official 
tests.  New  and  important  additions  on 
purely  pharmaceutical  subjects  are  to  be 
found  in  the  sections  on  antibiotics, 
autonomic  drugs,  hormones,  etc..  while 
other  notable  additions  include  a  section 
on  radioactive  isotopes.  A  number  of 
sections  have  been  re-written,  including 
those  on  the  making  of  eye  preparations 


and  on  hospital  pharmacy.  The  chapters 
on  tablet  making  and  coating  are  par- 
ticularly useful.  Subjects  dealt  with  in 
sections  dealing  with  "  other  professional 
services  rendered  by  the  pharmacist  "  in- 
clude pest  control  (thirty  pages),  first  aid, 
and  perfumery  and  cosmetic  preparations. 
Once  again,  to  set  the  story  of  pharmacy 
in  its  proper  perspective,  the  book  opens 
with  a  historical  survey.  It  concludes  with 
an  Appendix,  including  seven  pages  of 
general  formulas,  a  section  on  poisons  and 
antidotes  (extending  a  similar  list  dealing 
only  with  pesticides  given  in  that  section) 
a  glossary  of  medical  terms,  and  a  list  of 
manufacturers.  The  book  has  been  com- 
piled with  the  help  of  more  than  ninety 
specialists  and  contributors.  It  is  pro- 
fusely illustrated,  containing  over  800  illus- 
trations.

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INTERNALLY  COATED  COLLAPSIBLE  TUBES

New  Lacquers  that  Protect  Aluminium  from  Corrosion 


HE  first  internal  coatings  used  for 
I  collapsible  tubes  were  the  micro- 
rystalline  waxes,  and  though  certain 
ther  materials  have  been  found  a  more 
ffective  protection  against  many  pro- 
ucts,  wax  coatings  still  are,  in  fact,  quite 
/idely  used.  They  adhere  well  to  the 
letal  surface  and  are  sufficiently  flexible 
o  be  unaffected  by  the  squeezing  and 
olding  of  the  tube  as  its  contents  are 
xpelled. 

)rawbacks  to  Wax 

One  of  the  drawbacks  of  the  wax  coat- 
ng  is  that  it  is  vulnerable  to  essential  oils 
,nd  other  wax  solvents,  and  may  also  be 
ubject  to  hydrolysis.  Another  disadvan- 
age,  and  one  that  has  sometimes  been 
■vident  when  the  tubes  are  filled  auto- 
natically,  is  the  tendency  of  the  crimp- 
ing jaws  (used  to  make  the  final  closure 
»f  the  filling  end  of  the  tube)  to  have 
heir  action  impeded  by  the  melting  of  a 
mall  quantity  of  wax.  But  that  slight 
novement  of  the  coating  within  the  fol- 
3ed-over  end  of  the  tube  during  the 
:rimping  process  has  the  counteracting  ad- 
vantage of  making  the  tube  relatively  air- 
ight. 

Low-stoving  lacquers  are  now  used 
nore  frequently  than  wax  in  this  coun- 
ry.  They  are  of  medium  price,  provide  an 
effective  barrier  against  a  good  many  of 
:he  products  likely  to  be  packed  in  collap- 
sible tubes,  and  are  dried  by  a  process  of 
solvent  evaporation.  At  a  temperature  of 
100-1200  C.  the  solvent  evaporates  rapidly 
and  the  resulting  plastic  flow  improves  the 
adhesion  and  increases  the  protection  pro- 
vided by  the  lacquer.  Based  on  nitro- 
:ellulose,  ethylcellulose,  vinyl-chloride-ace- 
tate co-polymers  (the  vinylites),  chlorinated 
rubber,  or  polymethacrylate,  these  coat- 
ngs  have,  however,  one  source  of  weak- 
ness in  retaining  full  solubility,  for  that 
may  cause  the  coating  to  be  affected  by 
certain  essential-oil  mixtures  and  alkalis. 
It  is  possible,  however,  to  reduce  the  risk 
jy  critical  selection  of  the  lacquer  base. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  high-tem- 
Derature  stoving  lacquers  have  proved  the 
most  satisfactory.  A  chemical  change 
wrought  about  during  the  stoving  period 
makes  them  completely  insoluble  and  they 
are  thus  universally  applicable.  Stoving 
with  these  lacquers  is  usually  carried  out 
at  temperatures  between  1500  and  3500  C. 


Lacquers  of  this  kind — generally  based  on 
phenolic  resin  —  are  used  for  lining  the 
cans  in  which  fruit  and  other  products 
are  preserved,  but  in  that  form  they  are 
insufficiently  flexible  for  application  to  col- 
lapsible tubes,  and  the  modifications  neces- 
sary to  bring  about  the  desired  degree  of 
flexibility  reduce  the  overall  resistance  of 
the  lacquer.  The  high-temperature  stoving 
type  has  the  further  disadvantage  that  it 
does  not  have  a  good  adhesion  to  alu- 
minium. A  wide  variety  of  high-stoving 
coatings  possessing  the  desirable  degree  of 
flexibility  have,  however,  been  obtained  by 
blending  synthetic  resins. 

One  of  the  defects  of  the  earlier  types 
of  stoving  finishes  was  the  liberation  dur- 
ing stoving  of  a  volatile  reaction  product 
— usually  water.  That  not  only  left  the 
film  in  a  slightly  porous  condition,  but 
also  produced  pin-holes.  German  tube 
makers  tried  to  avoid  this  trouble  by 
applying  two  or  three  very  thin  coats  of 
lacquer  instead  of  a  single  coat  of  normal 
thickness.  Although  that  method  gener- 
ally limits  the  escape  of  solvents  to  the 
top  surface,  the  basic  difficulty  has  not 
been  overcome  and,  for  that  reason,  it  has 
not  been  widely  used  in  this  country.  One 
cause  of  its  non-success  is  that  the  appli- 
cation of  a  second  coating,  although 
covering  the  pin-holes  in  the  first  coating, 
causes  small  air  pockets  to  be  formed,  and 
these  burst  like  bubbles  when  the  tube  is 
subjected  to  the  high  temperature  of  the 
stoving  oven,  thus  leaving  small  portions 
of  the  inner  surface  of  the  tube  exposed 
and  thus  unprotected  by  layers  of  lacquer. 

Improved  Lacquers 

Some  of  the  lacquers  developed  as  a 
result  of  improvements  in  resin  chemis- 
try have  a  much  greater  chemical  resist- 
ance than  their  predecessors.  One  ex- 
ample of  this  type  of  lacquer — Araldite, 
985  E — possesses  the  four  qualities  essen- 
tial in  a  collapsible  tube  lining  material : 
Hardness,  flexibility,  non-toxicity,  and  good 
adhesion.  This  lacquer  was  developed  in 
Switzerland,  but  it  is  now  being  made  in 
this  country,  and  has  come  into  exten- 
sive use  for  the  coating  of  aluminium  col- 
lapsible tubes,  thus  greatly  widening  the 
range  of  products  that  can  be  packed  in 
these  containers.  It  is  an  epoxy-ethane 
derivative,  resulting  from  a  reaction  be- 
tween an  epihalohydrin  and  a  phenol. 
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Under  the  influence  of  heat  and  in  the 
presence  of  certain  alkalis,  organic  bases, 
or  acid  anhydrides,  the  resin  undergoes 
cross-linking,  and  its  molecular  weight  is 
also  considerably  increased.  In  order  that 
the  resin  shall  have  a  longer  storage  life, 
ihe  hardener  and  resin  are  supplied  sepa- 
rately and  mixed  shortly  before  use.  After 
mixing  the  resin  is  made  sufficiently  stable 
to  be  kept  for  many  weeks,  and  it  has  also 
been  found  that  dilution  with  solvents  fur- 
ther increases  its  useful  life  period.  Resins 
of  a  similar  general  character  have  been 
developed  in  America  and  will  shortly  go 
into  production  in  Holland.  These,  in  a 
series  under  the  trade  name  Epikote,  are 
the  epichlorhydrin  resins.  Advantages 
claimed  for  them  are  flexibility,  good  ad- 
hesion, and  chemical  resistance.  But  they 
need  to  be  blended  with  another  resin  cap- 
able of  reacting  under  stoving  conditions 
with  their  hydroxyl  and  epoxide  groups 
to  give  an  insoluble  cross-linked  polymer. 
Suitable  complementary  resins  are  urea- 
formaldehyde,  melamine-formaldehyde,  or 
certain  phenol-formaldehyde  types. 

DISCUSSION  ON  ETHICS 

At  a  meeting  of  the  North  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
November  ii,  Mr.  C.  Norman  in  the 
chair,  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (registrar  of  the 
Society)  spoke  on  "  The  Revised  Code  of 
Ethics."  Mr.  Adams  stressed  that  the  re- 
vised code  was  still  in  draft  form.  He 
enlarged  upon  paragraphs  concerned  with 
the  conduct  of  a  pharmacy,  advertising, 
drug  stores,  pharmacist/doctor  relation- 
ships and  contraceptives,  and  told  a  ques- 
tioner that  the  code  would  apply  to  bodies 
corporate  as  well  as  to  pharmacists.  An- 
swering a  criticism  of  the  "  vagueness  "  of 
the  code  he  said  that  various  points  had 
still  to  be  worked  out  but  a  "  working 
basis "  had  been  bu;lt  up  by  the 
Statutory  Committee.  Action  would  pro- 
bably only  be  taken  against  "  glaring  in- 
stances of  misconduct  "  or  where  specific 
",  complaints  were  received.  Many  members 
expressed  the  view  that  the  Family  Plan- 
ning Association  had  been  given  "  un- 
necessary authority  "  in  paragraph  19. 
Mr.  A.  E.  Footitt  complained  that  the 
code  was  too  much  concerned  with  busi- 
ness ethics.  It  should  have  been  made  to 
cover  other  spheres  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Adams  then  spoke  on  "  Assistants 
in  Pharmacy  "  dealing  paragraph  by  para- 
graph with  the  Council's  report.  Points 
raised  in  a  discussion  were  that  the  value 
of  pharmacists  might  be  endangered;  and 


that  a  "  nation-wide  "  vote  on  the  matter 
should  be  taken. 

PROPOSED  EUROPEAN  I 
HEALTH  POOL 

Government  representatives  from  fifteen 
European  countries  decided  at  a  confer- 
ence in  Paris  on  December  13  to  recom- 
mend the  setting-up  of  a  working  party 
of  experts  to  consider  a  proposal  from  the 
French  Government  for  a  European  health 
pool.  On  the  previous  day,  Mr.  Paul 
Ribeyre  (French  Minister  of  Health),  who 
had  proposed  the  meeting,  outlined  the 
plan.  It  was  for  a  common  European 
health  authority  that  would:  (1)  Assure 
the  exchange  of  scientific  information,  par- 
ticularly about  cancer  research,  among 
member  countries  ;  (2)  enable  nationals  of 
one  country  to  use  special  health  services 
(health  resorts,  sanatoria,  or  special  health 
installations)  existing  in  other  countries ; 
(3)  enforce  a  common  minimum  standard 
of  hygiene  in  drugs  and  "  patent  "  medi- 
cines ;  (4.)  undertake  the  work  of  standard- 
ising medical  terms  and  the  composition 
of  certain  standard  "  patent "  medicines, 
and  undertake  price  standardisation  of 
"  patent  "  medicines ;  (<0  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  existing  World  Health 
Organisation ;  (6)  take  steps  against  car- 
tels and  the  dumping  of  products  in  the 
proprietary  medicine  industry  in  Europe. 
Mr.  Ribeyre  proposed  that  the  pool  should 
be  set  up  on  the  lines  of  the  Schuman 
Plan,  with  a  High  Authority,  a  Council 
of  Ministers  and  a  Committee  of  Experts. 
He  invited  suggestions  from  other  coun- 
tries. 

The  French  Ministry  of  Health  invited 
representatives  to  report  back  to  their 
governments  and  let  Mr.  Ribeyre  know 
within  a  month  or  two  whether  they  were 
in  favour  of  such  a  pool.  The  British  dele- 
gate (Mr.  William  Hayter.  British  Minis- 
ter in  France)  said  that,  if  the  pool  in- 
volved the  setting-up  of  a  supra-national 
authority,  Britain  would  not  agree  to  join 
the  pool.  A  similar  statement  was  made 
on  behalf  of  the  Swiss  Government.  It 
is  understood  that  a  British  representative 
favoured  an  investigation  into  whether  the 
proposals  could  be  applied  by  an  existing 
organisation  such  as  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  the  Council  of  Europe,  or 
the  Brussels  Treaty  Organisation. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  experts  should 
meet  again  in  February  1953  and  draft  a 
report  to  their  governments  next  March. 
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PRESIDENT'S  TWO  DAYS  AT  SWANSEA 


Addressing  a  meeting  of  the  Swansea  and 
Vest  Glamorgan  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society  in  Swansea  recently,  Mr. 
V.  J.  Tristram  (president  of  the  Pharma- 
eutical  Society)  said  that  the  Pharmacy 
forking  Party  report  (C.  &  D.,  1948. 1. 
03)  stated  that  of  the  persons  doing  dis- 
>ensing  work  only  50  per  cent,  were  phar- 
nacists.     From  any  point  of  view  it  was 


the  president  said  that  while  clauses  3 
and  4  (dealing  with  accommodation  and 
appearance  of  premises)  might  need  revi- 
sion it  was  surely  reasonable  to  require 
that  a  pharmacy  should  look  like  a  phar- 
macy. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Weeks  asked  if  action  could 
be  taken  against  rota-breakers  and  Mr. 
Tristram  said  that  the  problem  of  rotas

insatisfactory  (hat  half  of  the  people  do- 
ng  dispensing,  admittedly  under  super- 
vision, had  received  no  organised  training. 
Vssistants  should  be  trained  for  routine 
vork  in  pharmacy  under  the  supervision  of 
he  pharmacist.  It  was  not  in  the  interest 
i»f  pharmacy  that  the  pharmacist  should 
)e  required  to  do  ail  the  routine  work, 
safeguards  were  necessary,  and  the  full 
responsibility  must  be  the  pharmacist's. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  was  concerned 
ibout  the  position  in  hospitals,  and  would 
isk  the  Society  if  it  was  interested  in  the 
raining  and  registration  of  technical  as- 
sistants. If  the  Society  was  not  interested 
here  were  several  outside  bodies  that  were, 
rle  warned  members  that  there  would  be 
no  limit  to  the  claims  that  might  be  made 
Dy  unqualified  people  under  the  control 
sf  a  body  outside  the  Society.  The  Society 
A^ould  ensure  that  the  training  would  be 
oractical ;  the  pharmacist's  status  would 
ae  safeguarded :  the  assistants  would  be 
technicians  only.  From  the  assistants'  point 
of  view  the  creation  of  such  a  class  would 
»ive  their  work  a  career  value  and  attract 
1  good  type  of  entrant.  Their  number 
>hould  probably  be  limited. 

Dealing  with  the  revised  statement  on 
matters  of  professional  conduct,  Mr.  Tris- 
tram said  that  it  put  into  formal  words 
what  he  believed  was  accepted  as  good 
pharmaceutical  practice.    At  question-time 


should  not  be  left  to  Executive  Councils. 
Pharmacists  in  each  district,  taking  into 
consideration  the  needs  of  their  area, 
should  arrange  a  rota  that  would  provide 
a  sufficient  number  of  pharmacies  and 
make  provision  for  an  emergency  service 
after  the  rota  hour.  If  those  conditions 
were  fulfilled  it  would  then  be  possible  to 
consider  disciplinary  action  where  the  rota 
was  broken.  Mr.  Thomas  asked  if  there 
were  not  a  danger  of  unqualified  assistants 
swamping  pharmacists.  The  president 
answered  that  the  Society  was  master  in 
its  own  house  and  must  be  consulted  in 
the  employment  of  assistants.  Mr.  J.  L. 
Dulin,  who  asked  whether  presert  assis- 
tants would  have  to  pass  an  examination, 
was  told  that  they  would  probably  receive 
special  consideration. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Pierce  (chairman  of  the 
Branch)  presided. 

Branch  Ball

The 
mayor  gave  an  official  welcome  to  the 
president  at  the  Guildhall  in  the  morning. 
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TOO  COSTLY  MEDICINES 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Leeds  on  No- 
vember 13,  Miss  E.  R.  M.  Russell- 
Smith  (an  Under-Secretary  at  the  Ministry 
of  Health)  gave  an  address  on  "  Too  Much 
Medicine  at  Too  Great  a  Cost." 

Ten  per  cent,  of  Cost  of  N.H.S. 

Miss  Russell-Smith  said  she  wished  to 
emphasise  the  civil  rather  than  the  phar- 
maceutical aspect  of  the  subject.  About 
io  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  of  the  Na- 
tional Health  Service  was  for  prescribed 
medicines.  Expenditure  had  been  steadily 
increasing  since  the  scheme  began ;  and 
for  the  year  1952-53  an  average  cost  per 
prescription  of  49. yd.  had  been  estimated. 
That  was  surely  not  necessary  for  proper 
treatment.  The  speaker  referred  to  econ- 
omy measures  taken,  including  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Cohen  Committee  and 
the  joint  committee  on  prescribing.  The 
percentage  of  prescriptions  for  proprietary 
preparations,  she  said,  had  steadily  risen. 
In  July  1948  the  proportion  of  proprie- 
taries was  7  per  cent.  (24  per  cent,  of  the 
total  cost).  In  September  1949  it  had  gone 
up  to  16.9  per  cent.  By  April  1952  the 
figure  had  risen  to  25.6  (estimated  to  rep- 
resent 50-55  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost). 

Further  steps  taken  to  cut  costs  included 
the  provisional  cut  in  oncost  and  the  im- 
position of  the  shilling  levy. 

Among  other  efforts  made  by  the  Min- 
istry was  the  establishment  of  a  special 
investigating  unit  to  look  into  the  cost  of 
prescribing  of  certain  doctors.  After  an 
examination  of  prescriptions,  329  doctors 
were  selected  as  having  a  prescribing  cost 
much  higher  than  the  average.  They  were 
visited  by  regional  medical  staff,  and  the 
results  were  encouraging,  a  reduction  in 
cost  being  shown  by  a  third  of  the  doctors 
three  months  later.  Letters  were  sent  to 
the  remaining  231  who  were  very  co- 
operative. Referring  to  the  Ministry's 
publication  "  Preservers'  Notes,"  the 
speaker  said  the  editorial  committee  in- 
cluded a  member  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee.  Information  on  costs  of  pre- 
scribing was  now  included  in  many  doc- 
tors' post-graduate  refresher  courses.  It 
would  be  a  help  if  proprietary  manufac- 
turers made  their  prices  better  known. 

Miss  Russell-Smith  concluded  by  paying 
tribute  to  the  services  pharmacists  had 
given  in  the  Health  Service.  Pharmacists 
were  responsible  for  the  lowest  number  of 
public   complaints,   though   it  had   to  be 


admitted   that  perhaps  opportunities  for 
complaint    were    not    so    great    in  that 
branch  of  the  Service.     She  praised  thm 
public  relations  work  done  by  chemists  atj 
the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  pre- 
scription levy. 

Mr.  J.  W.  A.  Wright  commented  that 
the  remedy  for  excessive  cost  lay  with  the 
doctors,  many  of  whom  needed  training 
in  the  sizes  and  packs  of  proprietaries 
available.  Miss  Russell-Smith  agreed, 
and  asked  for  details  of  any  common  errors 
that  could  be  mentioned  in  "  Prescribers' 
Notes."  The  Minister  had  recently  urged 
doctors  to  take  advantage  of  the  help 
chemists  could  give  them  on  that  subject. 

Australian  Methods  Watched 

Miss  Russell-Smith  told  Mr.  F.  R. 
Rymer  that  the  Ministry  was  watching  the 
results  of  the  health  service  in  Australia  in 
which  only  essential  drugs  were  dispensed 
free  and  where  prescribing  of  proprietaries 
with   official  "  parallels "   was  prohibited. 

Mr.  P.  Dob  son  said  he  felt  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  did  not  know,  at  the 
inception  of  the  N.H.S.,  how  much  money 
the  public  was  spending  privately  on  drugs. 
Miss  Russell-Smith  replied  that  the  ori- 
ginal increase  of  prescriptions  over  the 
estimated  number  was  not  as  alarming  as 
the  fact  that  the  increase  had  continued  to 
go  up  ever  since.  She  told  other  members 
that  the  Ministry  knew  that  the  present 
container  allowance  of  i^d.  did  not  re- 
present the  actual  cost  but  pointed  out 
that  when  the  last  negotiations  on  bottle 
allowance  were  conducted  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  had  agreed  to  stand 
half  the  cost  of  containers  rather  than  re- 
turn to  a  deposit  system. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Challinor  said  that  while 
proprietaries  might  account  for  a  large 
part  of  dispensing  costs  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  those  preparations  were  sav- 
ing many  lives  and  man-hours.  He  also 
said  that  because  of  the  is.  levy  many 
mothers  were  returning  to  "  self-medica- 
tion "  for  their  children. 


No  Air-lift  for  the  Levy. — The  Minis- 
try of  Health  does  not  intend  to  emulate 
the  system  just  introduced  into  Italy,  un- 
der which  doctors  at  Rome  and  Milan 
will  radio  medical  advice  to  ailing  aircraft 
passengers.
